AN UNDIGNIFIED BODY. 


At its meeting on Thursday even­ 
ing the Common Council manifested 
an exceedingly bitter and uncompro­ 
mising hostility to the Board of Pub­ 
lic Works, and some of its members, 
who are no doubt constant readers of 
the Express, so far forgot the dignity 
of the position they occupy as to des­ 
ignate the Board as a “ghost” and ap­ 
ply the term “ fellows” to the gentle­ 
men comprising it. 
By a, we believe, 
unanimous vote they passed a resolu­ 
tion prohibiting the Sheriff 
from 
delivering city prisoners to any but 
the Council’s Captain of the Chain 
Gang; warned the City Surveyor to 
be careful of his maps; gave notice to 
the atable keeping the city’s horses to 
deliver that property to none except 
those holding authority 
from the 
Council, and directed the City Treas­ 
urer to pay no warrants save those 
signed by the Mayor and City Clerk. 
Now all this is discourteous and un­ 
dignified, and savors of shallow silli­ 
ness that one would not without proof 
believe a dozen intelligent gentlemen 
guilty of. 
The stranger listening to 
the speeches of the Council on Thurs­ 
day evening could hardly avoid the 
tonclusion that the Board of Public 
(Vorks of this city was an outlawed 
institution, and that its members 
were 
disreputable 
parties 
whose 
•ole purpose 
was to destroy 
the 
city’s maps, steal the city’s horses 
and rob the city’s treasury. 
After 
reaching these conclusions through 
tha wild ravings of the Council, the 


stranger will feel some natural sur­ 
prise on learning that the Board of 
Public Works is composed of three of 
our most respectable citizens, each of 
whom is under $50,000 bonds for the 
faithful performance of their duty, 
and that they are acting under and by 
virtue of a law which the City Attor­ 
ney, the Council’s legal advisor, again 
and again has decided removes from 
the the Council all power to act in the 
premises. The Council seems to for­ 
get that in accordance with the pub­ 
lished opinion of the City Attorney, it 
is itself, on the questions involved, an 
unlawful body acting without au­ 
thority or the color of legal sanction. 
It does not appear to understand that 
its warrants for work done that comes 
within the province of the Board of 
Public Works cannot be paid by the 
City Treasurer without endangeriug 
that official’s bondsmen. It cannot 
apparently comprehend that assess­ 
ments for street or other public im­ 
provements levied by it cannot be col* 
lected, and that its members are liable 
to arrest for trespass and suit for dam­ 
ages the moment they touch private 
property. The Council cannot realize 
these facts though assured of their 
existence by the City Attorney. 
If 
our Common 
Council 
could 
be 
made 
to 
understand 
anything— 
if a plain and simple proposition 
could be made to come witbin its 
comprehension—it would understand 
that the law' creating a Board of Pub­ 
lic Works ami defining the duties 
thereof is, no matter whether consti­ 
tutional or not, in full force and bind­ 
ing until its uuconstitutionality is de­ 
cided by the Supreme Court, and 
therefore until such decision is ren­ 
dered, defiance of its officers and diso­ 
bedience of its provisions is misde­ 
meanor or felony as the case may be. 
Our Common Council is an autocracy 
so far as the people are concerned. It 
defies them ami treats their petitions 
with the contempt of tabling without 
reading, but it cannot with impunity 
defy the law. The people of Los An­ 
geles may submit to the serfdom im­ 
posed on them by their law-defying 
Council, but the people of the State do 
not stand in such dread of our petty 
tyrants, and the law will be enforced. 


WARNINGS. 


There are such things as warnings, 
we do not mean in a susperstitious 
sense of the word, but as we view the 
conduct of men we can form our anti­ 
cipations of the character of their fu­ 
ture actions from their previous con­ 
duct. In business transactions we are 
governed by this rule, and in dealing 
with parties and their representatives 
the same logic applies. In the aggre­ 
gation of men we have but the mass­ 
ing of so much humanity, and in the 
great body there is a display of human 
instincts corresponding with similar 
characteristics of individuals. 
This 
fact has been demonstrated both by 
the present administration and the 
conduct of public affairs by the Repub­ 
lican party during its term of suprem­ 
acy. 
When G r a n t returned from the 
field, covered with glory and honored 
by the North, promoted to a position 
at the head of the army to be courted 
by any American citizen, ne had ac­ 
quired all of the social distinction and 
national honor that a reasonable mor­ 
tal could desire. There were many 
ill-advised journals through 
whose 
ageucy in a great measure he was 
brought forward as a political instru­ 
ment as a candidate for the Presiden­ 
cy under the rule of expediency. 
Tbere were many conservative and lo­ 
gical representatives of the press that 
objected, on the ground that if there 
were any honor in the achievements 
acquired by the victorious General 
and the bestowals showered upon him 
upon his return from the field, he had 
received all of the meed of homage 
that a grateful people could give. 
Many of such representatives of po­ 
pular sentiment objected consistently 
to bis accept in g a political prominence 
for the reason that if such a course 
were adopted in respouse to a heated 
popular enthusiasm, the honor he had 
won would be contaminated should he 
accept the candidacy for office at the 
hands of any political organization. 
These journals, logical, and as facts 
have shown, correct in their conclu­ 
sions, availed nothing, and the epau­ 
lets were laid aside for the baton of 
the Presidency. The promotions be­ 
stowed by an enthusiastic constituen­ 
cy acquired the present ignominious 
prominence of Gen. G r a n t , and has 
brought upon the country such a state 
of things as presents both the Presi­ 
dent and the dominant party in a most 
offensive position. 
Possibly shrewd 
and competent in arms, our Chief 
Magistrate has shown himself totally 
Incompetent to preside over the con­ 
duct of civil affairs. 
He at the out­ 
set sought to surround himself with a 
class of advisers who had not a parti­ 
cle of sympathy with the majority of 
our people, and in his career has 
evinced an autocratic despotism, m in­ 
gled with a truculeuce to the aristo­ 
cratic idea that gives proof positive 
thr.t the third term idea was not a 
myth. 
During his official career, in a 
civil capacity, the worst of the evils 
that can befall an ill-governed repub­ 
lic have been exhibited, and the peo­ 
ple have been sickened with the spec­ 
tacle. 
Under the late Congress, pre­ 
vious to the last, the animating spirit 
appears to have been in favor of cen­ 
tralization of power, and every effort 
has been made by the supporters of the 
Administration to screen offenders 
against the public and condone the 
shortcomings of those in high places. 
If the office records of the nation do 
not present a warning against the 
further 
continuance 
of 
power 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
tbe 
Repub­ 
lican 
party 
we 
cannot conceive 


what amount of evidence would be 
needed to convict a confessed crimi­ 
nal. 
We are warned by the events of 
the hour that the immediate tendency 
of the present system is dangerous to 
the welfare of our future being as a 
nation. 
Had it not been for the re­ 
cent exposure of corruption by Demo­ 
cratic Investigation, G r a n t would 
have been elected for a third term, 
and tbe rottenness of the past eight 
years would lmve continued until the 
very life-blood of our national being 
had been exhausted. If there is any­ 
thing that would convince us of the 
existence of a beneficent Ruler, h^id 
we a doubt, it would be the fact of the 
tangible warnings we have received 
and the most opportune disclosures 
that have transpired. These facts and 
cautions cannot fall unheeded. 


USELESS ELECTION. 


Messrs. J a m e s , K u r t z , 
J a c k s o n , 


L o n g and M c K e e , the Board of Edu­ 
cation, ere out in a manifesto urging 
the favorable consideration of the peo­ 
ple’s suffrage for a tax of $25,000 on 
next Saturday. W e have all kindly 
feeling for the subject matter of edu­ 
cation, and a like good and kindly 
feeling for the members of the Board; 
but they have so far failed to explain 
what they have done with the funds 
heretofore placed at their disposition. 
Nor have they or the Council taken 
any steps to recover the funds of the 
city from those who were made the 
unworthy custodians of it. Besides, 
the expense attending the assessing 
and collecting of this tax will swallow 
a fifth of the amount. It will also be 
contested by some—and successfully, 
too—as it is clearly unconstitutional. 
The poor will pay and the rich will 
contest and escape^be whole burden. 
There is no human being authorized 
to assess unless constitutionally elect­ 
ed to the office by the people. No or­ 
dinance or resolution of the Council 
can make an Assessor. If the people 
have submitted to street assessments 
it was because their prudence dictated 
a policy not to be considered in the 
way of progress, but not from any 
conscious obligation they were under 
to pay the same. This is law and gos­ 
pel, and there is no dodging the ques­ 
tion.

A few days later the 
Cuptain of the Barracouta determined 
to compel the natives to accept their 
King, Malietoa, whom they had de­ 
throned for concerting to the arrest of 
Steiuberger. Captain Stevens landed 
with a file of marines and sailors 
armed, and met Típula, tbe native 
ruler, at council. 
To Captain Stev­ 
en’s demand that the receive the King 
they positively refused. A t thisjunc- 
ture, Captain Stevens observing that 
the native guard was lying on the 
ground near the council house under 
the trees and arme I, ordered an officer 
and a file of marines and sailors to 
disarm them. The first man they en­ 
countered was a Chief whose gun they 
undertook to wrest from him. 
He re­ 
sisted, whereupon one of the marines 
or sailars fired «nd shot him dead. At 
this the natives sprang.to their feet 


and opened fire. 
The fight lasted 
some time, until the native rulere or­ 
dered their men to desist, stating to 
Captain Stevens that he was respon­ 
sible for the trouble, as the English 
were the aggressors. Four English 
were killed outright and a number 
wounded, eight it is thought mortally. 
Three natives were killed and five 
slightly wounded. 
Had the natives 
been disposed to follow up their ad­ 
vantage they could have probably de­ 
stroyed the entire party, but they 
showed 
no disposition to 
be 
the 
aggressors and 110 further hostilities 
followed. 
The Britisli man-of-war 
Sapphire arrived a few days later, re­ 
lieving the Barracouta. which vessel 
sailed for the Fijis, where she landed 
Steiuberger. The Captain of the Bar­ 
racouta was immediately ordered to 
Australia, to be court martialed it 
was rumored for his part of tiie busi­ 
ness. Steiuberger had also proceeded 
tbere by steamer to confront Captain 
Stevens and 
institute 
proceegings 
against him for heavy damages und 
satisfaction for au alleged outrage up­ 
on himself.
